CHICAGO (NC)—In the U.S. income 
race, Jews are first, Irish Catholics 
second and Italian Catholics third. 


“Catholics are much more financially 


- Successful in American society than 


most observers—including many Catho- 
lics—would have been prepared to 
expect,’ according to a new study. 


IN FOURTH and fifth places among 


white Americans are German Catholics - 


and Polish Catholics. Only in sixth place. 
are the Episcopalians, the traditional 
WASP (White Anglo-Saxon Protestant) 
money elite. 


The new study, entitled “Ethnicity, 
Denomination, and Inequality,” was 
carried out by a team of researchers at 
the Chicago-based National Opinion 
Research Center (NORC), under the 
direction of Father Andrew Greeley. It 
was designed to discover whether there 
are indications of discrimination against 
some whites because of religion or 
ethnic origin.

-THE STUDY found that Jews and 
Irish Catholics have the highest levels of- 
educational achievement, but it found 
that Catholics are under-represented at 
the highest levels of professional, 
business and academic life. 


The NORC study, which was-done for 
the Ford Foundation, was based on a 
composite sample of nearly 18,000 
Americans put together from 12 
Separate representative national sur- 
veys. 


According to the study, the repre- 
sentative sample of Jews had an annual 
average family income of $13,340 in 
1974. For Irish Catholics, the figure was 


. $12,426; for Italian Catholics, $11,748; 


for German Catholics, $11,632; for 
Polish Catholics, $11,298; and for 
Episcopalians, $11,032.

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Telling the pro-life story

‘They are abortion chambers, not clinics,’ Dr. Willke teaches 


Southern Cross Reporter 
“Call them abortion chambers, not_ 


_clinics,’"” says Dr. John C. Willke, a 


Cincinnati physician and a pioneer in this 
nation’s pro-life movement. 


The instruction comes when he is teaching 
people *‘How to Tell the Pro-Life Story” as 
he did in San Diego last weekend at the fifth 
annual state Pro-Life Conference on 
Abortion and Euthanasia at the U.S. Grant 
Hotel. 

“TELL THE STORY correctly,’’ he 
insists, ‘‘and convince people that abor- 
tion means killing babies, not halting 
fetal development, and this nation can be 
turned around on the abortion issue.” 


He carried the same message to special 


- sessions before the three-day conference, 


one for youth at University High School, San 
Diego, and the other for priests of the 
diocese at St. Mary Magdalene, San Diego. 


Attending his workshop at St. Mary 
Magdalene were nearly 45 priests and 
Bishop Leo T. Maher. Addressing the 
bishop, Dr. Willke said: ‘‘We in Right to Life 
wish to thank you for your courageous stand 
against the publicly stated abortion policies 
of the National Organization for Women 
(NOW). You gave the pro-live movement 
across the country a tremendous shot in the 
arm by holding your ground.’ 


HE WENT ON to say that the “right to life 
issue is a civil rights issue, discrimination 
against the unborn on the basis of age and 
place of residence—the womb.’’ 


He declared that in 1973 the U.S. Supreme 
Court declared open season on babies for 
abortionists and that reversing the trend 
depends on educating the American public. 


‘Convince people that the unborn child is 
a baby, every bit as human as you or I but 
merely at a different state of development. 
But when dealing with adults don’t start 
‘building your case that unborn children are 
human from conception onward,” he 
cautioned. 

‘“WORK FROM BIRTH backward. Every- 
one will agree that a baby is human at birth. 
Then show them pictures of babies aborted 
alive at 20 weeks of pregnancy, of the baby 


: sucking his thumb in the womb at 12 weeks. in.small contributions of up to $250 each.” 


And describe the fully formed unborn child 
at eight weeks of age as so small he can 
stand on daddy’s little fingernail.’’ 


Faced with that form of argument, he 
maintained, ~ ‘‘most people completely 
change their thinking on abortion.” The 
anti-life trend in the U.S. follows similar 
patterns of discrimination in our history, he 
explained. 


“The process of discrimination against an 
unwanted segment of society begins with 
dehumanization. You call them savages, not 
Indians; niggers, not blacks; and fetuses, 
not babies. 


‘‘FIRST YOU dehumanize them, then take 
away their legal personhood (the Supreme 
Court decision) and then do with them what 
you will (abortion).’’ 


Keynoting the opening general assembly 
of the pro-life conference, Dr. Margaret 
White of Croydon, England, a physician and 
founder of the World Federation of Doctors 
Who Respect Human Life, noted that 
medical statistics alone show that abortion 
must be stopped. 

“Worldwide figures,”’ she told nearly 200 
pro-life advocates attending the conference 
sponsored by the California Pro-Life 
Council, ‘‘indicate that one third of women 
aborting their (first pregnancies suffer 
complications in later pregnancies, become 
sterile or produce handicapped children.’’ 


On the closing day of the conference, Mrs. 
Marilyn Smyth, president of the San Diego 
Right to Life Council, announced that her 
organization will be the central fund-raising 
agency for pro-life presidential candidate 
Ellen-McCormack of New York. 


MRS. SMYTH SAID that the political 
candidate route “‘is the only sure entrance to 
commercial television which has prevented 
pro-life arguments. from being effectively 
presented to the viewers.”’ 


Federal Communications Commission 
rules require that political advertising be 
accepted from all recognized candidates 
seeking office as long as that advertising is 
paid for. : 


“In order for Mrs. McCormack to become 
a recognized candidate in California,’’ Mrs. 
Smyth said, ‘‘she must raise at least $5,000

The school opened last 
year with nearly 60 students 
and last March USD an- 
nounced plans to construct a 
$3 million building to house 
the nursing school with office 
space and classrooms for 33 
faculty members and 275 
registered nurses studying 


for a bachelor’s degree in 
nursing. 


A RETIRED industrialist, 
Hahn and his wife, Muriel, 
moved to San Diego in 1971, 
and since that time he was 
involved in many _philan- 
thropic works. 


In 1972 he founded San 
Felipe del Rio, a home for 
orphaned Indian children. in 
Taos, N.M., which now cares 
for 75 children. He also 
established scholarship 
funds for nursing students at 
Point Loma College, San 


Diego, and for Mexican- 
American law students at 
USD. 

Hahn was also a patron of 
Mercy Hospital, San Diego, 
and a frequent benefactor of 
the Little Sisters of the Poor. 


THE FORMER business 
executive, president and 
chairman of the board of 
Crosman Arms Company, 
Fairport, N.Y., for nearly 30 
years, is survived by his 
widow, two daughters, three 
sons and 22 grandchildren.

San Bernardino. 


ATTENDED BY nearly 900 young, and 
several not-so-young people, Youth Day 
began with a general assembly and closed 
with a Mass. Bishop Leo T. Maher was the 
principal concelebrant with 30 other priests. 
Music was provided by the St. Adelaide folk 
group, Highland, and the Spanish CCD 
choir, San Ysidro. 


Father Liam Kidney of Los Angeles 
keynoted the opening assembly with his talk 
“‘To Be Alive’’ focusing on Christian trust. 


- “Why is it that we’ often trust strangers 
blindly even with our lives—as with doctors 
or jet pilots—but we constantly demand that 
those we love must prove themselves 
worthy of our trust?’’ Father Kidney asked 
the young people. : 

SO IT IS with God, he continued. ‘‘We 
constantly demand that God, the one who 
loves us most, prove himself worthy of our 
trust.’ : 


. Father Kidney urged his audience to trust 


God implicitly. ‘‘And for God’s sake, do not 
ask for his help if you are not ready to accept 
the consequences of his answer.”’ 


Half a dozen workshops formed the main 
part of the program. Ray Clark, Michaele 
Dietzel and Barbara Hagedorn of the Los 
Angeles Catholic Worker Movement con- 
ducted a ‘‘Peace and Justice’’ workshop. 


THEY DESCRIBED the movement as a 
“non-violent, evolutionary system offering 
some measure of justice to men and women 
frequenting ‘Skid Row’.’”’ 


Clark said about a dozen youth workers in 
the movement provide food, shelter and 
clothing for homeless and jobless skir row 
wanderers. 


He said the movement’s goal is ‘‘not 
necessarily to rehabilitate those we help, but 
to act as an example to others to voluntarily 
commit themselves to action leading to 
peace and justice for all.’’ 


FATHER KIDNEY was among those 
conducting closing workshops with ‘‘Kiss a 
Frog’, using the old fairy tale about the 
prince turned into a frog by a witch and 
returned to his royal state by a kiss from a 
princess. 


Many people, he said are isolated, 
unloved and friendless. “They are just 
waiting for someone to release them from 
their prison of isolation. 


“As Christians we must, in a sense, ‘Kiss 


a Frog’ melting them, loving them so they 
can find fulfillment,’’ Father Kidney said.

Theology and the ordination of women 


The whole question of women and ordination 
came to the forefront in our diocese with the annual 
convention at Coronado of the American Canon Law 
Society. A strongly worded report from a committee 
of the CLSA on the status of women in the Church 
was followed by a carefully worded presentation by 
Sister Margaret Brennan, superior of the 
Sisters-Servants of the Immaculate Heart of Mary. 


In the same week the bishops of the United 
States, through the president of the NCCB, 
Archbishop Joseph Bernardin, issued a statement 
(SC, Oct. 9) restating that there are ‘‘serious 
theological obstacles’’ to the ordination of women. | 
interviewed the Jesuit theologian, Father Richard 
A. McCormick, final major speaker of the CLSA, 
and he disagreed with Archbishop Bernardin. ‘‘If 
he says there are serious theological obstacles, | 
don’t know what they are,’’ he replied to my 
question. ‘‘Let him explain them.’’ 


Father McCormick said in the same interview 
that he could understand the puzzle presented to 
the laity by priests being relieved of their vow of 
celibacy and being laicized in order to marry when 
the Church holds rigidly to the unacceptability of 
divorce and remarriage for lay persons. 


‘In terms of a solemn lifetime promise,’’ he told 
me, ‘‘marriage is exactly that, and so is the celibacy 
of the priesthood. We are ‘just a little bit 
inconsistent’ in our pastoral policy.’ 


He said he holds no particularly strong feelings 
on the question of optional celibacy for priests, but 
regrets the ‘‘terribly pan-sexualized atmosphere in 
which we live’’ which creates so many problems. 


Wives very scarce 


Sister Margaret Brennan, following her talk to 
the CLSA convention was asked: If Christ intended 
women to be priests, why did he not invite his own 
mother to the Last Supper? 


Her reply, in which she asked forgiveness if she 
sounded facetious, was: It was out of question in 
the milieu of the times. Adding that Christ had only 
ordained Jews and married men she smiled, and 
asked, ‘‘Where are your wives?’’ as she looked at 
the gathered clergy. | saw only two with 
wives—and they were permanent deacons from Los 
Angeles. 


Bishop gets backing ae : I es rte 


Our own Bishop Leo T. Maher was supported by 


CLSA executive coordinator, Father Donald 
Heintschel, at a press conference during the 
convention. Referring to Bishop Maher’s. state- 
ments on NOW and his pastoral on ‘‘Women in the 
New World’’ Father Heintsche! said, ‘‘If one looks 
at Church leadership today as the fount of teaching, 
one has to look at Bishop Maher’s statement as 
perhaps a solo performance. It was a courageous 
stand and the bishop needed courage to make it. 
The CLSA has a deep. commitment to support the 
leadership of men like Bishop Maher and to make a 
deeper study of the status of women in the 
Church.’’

Stepping stone to publicity 


Talking of Bishop Maher’s leadership reminds 
me that the ladies of NOW use him as a stepping 
stone-to publicity. They issue vitriolic attacks on 
him, bowdlerize his words—and those of the 
bishops generally—and then call a press 
conference. The media come running, scenting a 
Catholic fight involving a bishop and women’s 
libbers.

The poor ladies of NOW do not seem to appreciate 
the difference between purposely killing a living 
baby in abortion and ceasing to try to maintain a 
life which has already medically ended. 


Church’s other ladies 


Two groups of women steadily pursuing their 
place in the Church’s apostolate are the Catholic 
Daughters of America and the Diocesan Council of 
Catholic Women, to whom | spoke on_ the 
Bicentennial yesterday. 


At the CDA State meeting last week | spoke with 
the State Regent Mrs. Grace Rinaldi about the lack 
of young recruits for CDA, and she agreed that 
there is a problem. They are trying to devise ways 
and means of showing younger women that the 
CDA offers very good opportunities to work within 
a Catholic group for special interests, ranging from 
helping the ‘‘handicapables’’ to parish refugee 
resettlement programs.

_ Freedom begins with ourselves 


We were talking...about the alacrity 


with which the ‘‘new’’ social doc- 
trines, ‘‘new’’ theologies, ‘‘new’’ 
political lobbies, ‘‘new’’ freedoms 


and so on are adopted as rallying 
points for particular groups of people, 
and how violent they may become in 
their espousal of their causes. 


In.this personalist era, it seems as if 
everyone is talking about ‘‘rights and 
freedoms’’ and understanding less of 
the principles that govern them. And, 
more and more, the ends of ‘‘justice’’ 
for one specific condition are sought 
through means which are patently 
unjust to others. 


THOSE WHO spearhead move- 
ments —or exert leadership in one way 
or another—should surely be capable 
of objective and perceptive reasoning 
and aware of the danger of misunder- 
stood or misapplied principles, espec- 
ially in the areas ‘of social justice or 
theological trends. There is always a 
temptation, unfortunately, to arouse 
support by appealing to people’s 
emotions and activating the latent 
paranoia that runs like a fuse through 
our society. 

We are, of course, more effectively 
controlled and manipulated by emo- 
tion than cool reason, and even more 


if we can borrow a religious context. 
We need only claim divine support or 
scriptural vindication of the broad 


principles of our goals and we are on. 


the way to ‘‘religious’’ mission, 
messiahship or what have you, with 
‘God’ with us’’ and ‘‘Christ by our 
side.’’ 


CHRIST THE revolutionary, the 
social reformer the challenger of the 
Law, is the Christ most frequently 
quoted by activists in the Christian 
world today. Yet, try as | might, I can 
find no evidence of social agitation or 
political lobbying by Christ. 

He was revolutionary, yes, but in an 
intensely personal way, laying upon 
his followers. the unprecedented 
imperative to love their enemies, 
return good for evil, eschew venge- 
ance and show kindness and compas- 
sion to those who hate them. 


He was a radical reformer, it is true, 
but it was men he sought to radically 
reform ‘rather than structures. And 
always, the manner in which he 
fulfilled his mission was as compelling 
as the mission itself. His life, his 
actions, tell us that the way to reform 
‘sinful’ structures is through the 
individual reform of persons. 


WITHOUT PERSONAL reform, any 


new structure supplanting the old 
runs the risk of itself growing 
sinful—another tool of injustice and 
oppression perhaps, under different 
administration and title, changed only 
in that a different group will bear the 
brunt. of discrimination. 

Christ made it very clear that the 
only Christian way towards effective 
reform is through personal example. 


The Christian revolutionary is the one 


who assumes the mantle of Christ, 
who is loving, concerned, compassion- 
ate but disciplined and principled, 
conscious always of a higher good, of 
a transcendent destiny and the 
common goal of all mankind. 


It is claimed by some, that men 


must first know political and social. 


freedom in order to be freed to love 
God and their fellowmen. But this is 
not what Christ taught. Nor has it 
been the experience of those people, 
Christian and non-Christian, through 
the centuries, whose ability to endure 
through appalling suffering and 
oppression has been rooted in an 


embracing love of God and whose 


discovery of incredible personal 
freedom sprang out of their deliberate 
will to love their oppressors. 


ONE HAS ONLY to read the 


effectively, 


accounts of the concentration camps 
of World War II, by Victor Frankel 
and others, or hear some_ of 
Archbishop Fulton Sheen’s stories, to 
understand so paradoxical a truth. 
Their experience and that. ofthe 
people they quote restates the 
‘‘simple’’ message of Christ. We are 
liberated in the degree that we love 
and forgive. 


To pursue hatreds and dwell. on 
injustice and inequities—real or 
imagined —is a corrosive to the human 
soul. It is a route leading through 
self-pity to bitterness, irrationality 
and obsession. 

If we are to be Christian, then 
Christ in the world we must be, 
freeing as he freed, reforming as he 
reformed, forgiving as he forgave. If 
our lives are not to be wasted—a 
reproach to ourselves and a rebuff to 
Christ—if we are to.reform structures 
we must first change 
people, primarily ourselves. 


Then, in our own liberation, we will 
not be impelléd to victimize others nor 
coerce them into.opposition. In open, 
unthreatening acceptance, we will 


find new. avenues to express our love 
and lead on to new freedoms, other 
reforms.

The Bible: Old Testament 
Solidifying Kingship 


Waveho the Blodk 
For all his wisdom 
Solomon lacked 
vision and godliness |

David, the able warrior king, had 
succeeded in suppressing all. of Israel’s 
enemies. Solomon profited by the situation 
to build up his country from within. The first 
book of:Kings opens with an account of his 
glittering reign. He was admirably fitted for 
the task which faced him. 


A wizard at administration, his astuteness 
in this regard won him an imperishable 
reputation for wisdom. Under his direction, 
a united Israel reached the peak of its glory. 


BUT FOR all his wisdom, he was limited 


in vision, and the means he employed to - 


develop his country, while immediately and 
spectacularly successful, eventually boomer- 
anged and brought about a situation which 
was little short of ruinous. 


Solomon was not exactly a chip off the old 
block. He was not a soldier; fortunately for 
him, he did not have to be. He lacked his 


warm-hearted father’s sincere feeling for his ~ 


people; on the contrary, he alienated them 
slowly but surely. 


He was an administrator, a builder, and a 
businessman. His own palace was the last 
word in oriental luxury, and the temple, 
which replaced the portable tabernacle, was 
the glory of Israel. 


IT HAS BEEN suggested, however, and 
with some probability, that the latter was 
meant to be a sort of ‘Royal Chapel,’’ and 
adjunct to the palace. Be that as it may, it 
did actually become the center of Israel’s 


religious life, the proud symbol of the true _ 


religion, the official locale for the worship of 
Yahweh. At the same time, however, he 
erected shrines to pagan gods for the 
convenience of his non-Israelite concubines. 


On the administrative level, the king 
divided the country into 12 districts and 
appointed men to run them, thus giving 
birth to a bureaucracy. He established 
diplomatic relations with foreign countries— 
matriage to the daughter of the Pharao of 
Egypt was a stroke of genius—and instituted 
a flourishing program of international trade. 
In the latter venture he entered into a 
partnership of sorts with Hiram, king of 
Tyre, an important Mediterranean port. 


Solomon’s copper refineries at Ezion- 
Geber (at the head.of the Gulf of Aqabah) 
were discovered in 1938. While there was 
little danger from foreign enemies during his 
reign, he was wise enough to carry out an 
extensive preparedness program. Cavalry 
and chariot detachments manned all the 
strategic spots, and the garrison at 
Megiddo, overlooking the vast Plain of 


Megiddo, has been excavated and is 
remarkably intact: hitching posts, stalls, 
feed troughs are all there for the visitor to 
See. = 


PEACE AND prosperity, two camels in 
every garage—if you happened to belong to 
the moneyed aristocracy or bureaucracy. But 
of course very few did, and this made for 
restlessness .and discontent. Things had 
changed too quickly: from tents to houses to 
estates. 


Overnight sharply disparate classes had 
sprung into being: a few rich and many poor, 
and the poor were understandably far from 
happy about the situation. To facilitate his 
far-flung building program, the king had 
conscripted forced labor—from all the tribes 
but Judah: a fatal error. Exorbitant. taxes 
were necessary if he was to support himself 
and his huge harem in the style to which 
neighboring potentates were accustomed. 


There is something sharply ironical in the 
picture of a king of Israel married to a 
daughter of the Pharao and imposing upon 
his own people the forced labor to which the 
building program of the pharaos had 
subjected them, and from which they had 
escaped, two centuries before. The smolder- 
ing resentment of the people was ready to 
blaze into a social crisis of fiery proportions. 


THE OLD tribal rivalries were beginning 
to reassert themselves; the northerners, 
especially, -balked at being — practically 
enslaved by a Judean king who made no 
secret of his favoritism among members of 
his own tribe. Around the 24th year of his 
reign, an Ephraimite by the name of 
Jeroboam, with the backing of the prophet 
Ahijah, instigated a rebellion. It failed, but 
he managed to escape to Egypt, there to 
bide his time. 


This was a storm cloud on the horizon. It 
cast a disturbing shadow on the glitter of the 
capital of the United Kingdom, and the 
lightning which was soon to flash from it 
would split that kingdom in two and begin a 
process of disintegration destined to end in 
the ruin of both North and South. Solomon 
had brought Israel to the heights, but in such 
a way as to give it its initial push into the 
depths. 


For all his pompous declarations of loyalty 
to Yahweh, for all his showy supplications 
for wisdom in the government of his people, 
he was not what one would call a godly king. 
The inspired authors who documented his 
reign were reassuringly frank in. their 
appraisal of his character, but they did give 
him credit for his material contributions to 
the growth of his realm.

The Bible and Life 
It is lived experience 
not theory, that makes 
the Bible God’s reality

Joan lay paralyzed in a hospital bed that 
looked more like an instrument of torture. 
Her head was pulled back by _ heavily 


_* weighted ropes. Her legs were stretched 
_ with other weights. Young, bright, pretty, 


she lay motionless, aware that she would 
probably never be able to move again. 


When I met Joan on my rounds- as 
temporary hospital chaplain, she had -been 
paralyzed for over three months. About 10 
weeks before, her small car was demolished 


in a serious accident on an Illinois highway. ~ 


She was rushed to the closest hospital. That 
is where I came to know her. 


JOAN HAD been married hardly, a year. 
She and her husband had an apartment in 
New Jersey where they both worked. When 
it became clear the extent and seriousness of 
her injuries, her husband quit his job, moved 


to Illinois, found a room near the hospital - 


and a part-time job. 


George spent every evening at the . 


hospital. When I came by each evening, the 
two were always close together. George sat 
on a chair by the bed and held his wife’s 
hand as he read to her. I noticed that he was 
always reading the same book of the Bible, 
the letter of Paul to the Romans. 


I was touched by theit love, by the 
constancy of George's affection for a lovely 
young woman whose accident had paralyzed 
her body and their lives. was touched by 
how the two of them were coping with a 
terrifying tragedy. I was moved by Joan’s 
peace in the midst of what must have been a 
dreadful daily torture. 


ONE EVENING George and | ate supper 
together in the hospital cafeteria. He told me 
how hard the whole experience was for him. 
He confided that if it were not for the Bible, 
he-could not find reason or courage to go on. 


It was in the nightly sharing with Joan the 


‘profound words of St. Paul in the eighth 


chapter of the Letter to the Romans that they 
both found hope. Paul’s words of hope, - his 
expressions of total confidence that nothing 
could separate one from God’s love, helped 


George and Joan make some sense out of 
what seemed so senseless a situation. The 
Bible helped them find a way to live in what 
appeared a death-dealing experience. 


Those two young people taught me 
something I’ve never forgotten, something 
that has helped me in my own life as well as 
in my work as.a religious educator. They 
showed me that the Bible must be read in 


relation to one’s life. 


THEY TAUGHT me that the Bible is really 
about-the mystery of daily experience. It is 
not a book of theories, it is a book about 
experience. It needs to be read as it was 
written, as an: interpretation of life’s 
meaning in the light of God’s reality. 


For Joan and George, St. Paul was talking 
about their lives and what sense there can be 
in a senseless, tragic accident.. Paul was 
helping them discover the hand of a caring 
God present to help them face the results of 
an awful accident. As they read each 
evening the two found meaning, courage, 
hope because of Paul’s words. ‘They also 
began to understand the Bible in a new way 
because of their suffering. 


So the Bible is meant to be read. and 
understood. Day-to-day experiencés—sor- 
row, joy, birth, death, suffering, pleasure, 
work, play, love, hate, freedom, sin—can 
help us grasp the meaning of the Bible 
because the Bible is about day-to-day living. 
Familiarity with the Bible, read in relation to 
life, can be a great help in finding one’s way 
through the confusing, shadowy paths of 
life. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the story of Abraham is 
about my faith, that of Moses and the exodus 
is about our struggle for freedom. The story 
of David’s sin is about sin in all of our lives. 
Adam and Eve are you and me. What Jesus 
says about blindness is about my own lack of 
vision and insight. 


Therefore the key to understanding the 
Bible is to approach it in direct relation to 
daily life. Life helps us grasp the meaning of 
the Bible. The Bible helps us penetrate the 


‘mystery of life. For that awareness I thank a 


young paralyzed woman and her faithful 
husband. 
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People Make the Nation 
There are signs of 
similarity between us 
and Solomon’s Israel

What makes a nation great? 


Not magnificent buildings or monuments 
in the capital city. Not flourishing business 
operations at home or abroad. Not mighty 
armies or armaments. Not even high culture 
or arts. Only one thing makes a nation 
great—its people. 

THIS IS such a simple lesson and yet it has 
frequently been forgotten in history. As the 
story of Solomon and his kingship illustrates 
so well, an effort to make a nation great is 
doomed to failure if the most important 
resource, its people, is neglected. 


We need to-apply this lesson here in the 
United States as we move toward celebrating 
the Bicentennial of our nation’s founding. 
We have become the nation we are today 
because of our people. Our future rests not 
with our economic prosperity nor our 
military might, but only with the character of 
the men and women who,make up our citizen 
body. 

The most noticeable feature about our 
people is. our great diversity. The coins we 
carry in our pocket tell us this message very 
clearly: ‘‘e pluribus unum,’’ from many, 


—one. 


FROM MANY different sections of a 
continent, one unified country. From many 
different nationalities and racial back- 


- grounds, one united people. 


But unity, of course, does not mean 
uniformity. And therefore we need to 


. celebrate in a particular way the diversity of 
. the various heritages which make up this 


nation of ours. 

The majority of our people came to this 
country as immigrants from Europe. Besides 
descendants from the original French and 
English colonial settlers, we are Italian- 
Americans, German-Americans, Irish-Amer- 


icans, Polish-Americans, and other Eastern ~ 


European-Americans. 


Enriching us with many non-European 
traditions are many Asian-Americans. Black 
Americans from Africa, both as slaves and 
as free people, have enriched our economy 
and culture. Spanish-speaking Americans, 
long-time settlers in the southwestern part 
of our country, are a growing part of our 
population. And of course the - Native 
American, the Indian, was here long before 
any others came to these shores. 


THERE IS a sociological theory which 


refers to the United States as a great 
“‘melting pot.’’ According to this theory, 


everyone gets thrown into the pot and comes 
out pretty much the same. All sharp - 
distinctions,, all unique characteristics, fade 
away. 


But as a matter of historical fact, this 


process has not occurred in the United 
States—and we can be thankful for that! The 
various ethnic and racial groups which make 
up the rich diversity of our nation have 
managed—often_ with great effort—to sur- 
vive any ‘‘melting pot’’ operation. And in 
recent years, these groups have become 
increasingly aware and proud of their 
heritages. All of us need to recognize the 
special contributions which different groups 
have made: and:continue to make to our 
nation. 


Yes, we have much to be proud of in the 
United States. But we cannot sit back 
complacently and overlook our own faults. 
There is some similarity in our time to 
Solomon’s time. We, too, have grown 
rapidly. We have become a wealthy nation. 
But in the midst of our prosperous land, 
there are people who are desperately poor. 


AND MODERN technology has spread a 
picture of the entire world before us. In 
conscience, we must add the poor of the rest 
of the world to our own burden. - 


We have witnessed racial unrest, drugs, 
political corruption in our own country. 
Modern media informs us that these 
problems are worldwide. Added to this is a 
continued search for peace among the 
nations of the world. 


Never has the call for Christian witness 
been more clear. 


HOW CAN we answer this call? What can 
you, one person, do alone? 


You can begin by taking a good look in 
your own neighborhood and the areas 
surrounding you, in your parish. Do you see 
people in need? 


You can search your own soul and answer 
a pertinent question: ‘‘Do I have prejudices 
against people who are different from 
myself?’ If you do, the chances are that your 
_prejudices spring from a lack of knowledge. 


. THIS BICENTENNIAL period is a good 
time to become more familiar with the true 
greatness of our people celebrating the rich 
diversity of our backgrounds and heritages. 
Some excellent information and resources 
can be obtained from the National Center for 
Urban Ethnic Affairs (4408 Eighth Street, 
N.E., Washington, D.C. 20017); the 
National Office-for Black Catholics, 734 15th 
Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20005; and 
the Spanish Secretariat of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, 1312 Massachusetts Avenue, 
N.W.,- Washington, D.C. 20005. 


You can.take an active interest in politics. 
Know what a candidate stands for. Stand by 
your convictions and, if necessary, let your 
voice be heard. 


The list of what you can do could go on and 
on. Only one question remains: Will you 
answer God’s call?

Is the ‘‘bleeding statue’’ of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus in Mrs. Russell Poore’s poe Pa., home 
a miracle for Fridays? 


A committee of the Philadelphia archdiocese, 
where Boothwyn is located, was set up to investigate 
the ‘‘bleeding statue’ and ‘‘is constrained to 
expréss its serious reservations about the 
authenticity of the alleged phenomenon.” 

AND SAMUEL IMBURGIA, the man who gave 
the statue to Mrs. Poore said the plaster figure could 
easily be made to secrete a substance from its 

~ hands. 


What is-normally red paint around the nail holes 

of the Sacred Heart’s hands supposedly becomes 

-— moist on Fridays and appears to “‘turn from red to 
«dark brown as if- -coagulating,’’ 


‘to express ‘‘grave caution and reserve’ in making 
judgments about the statue. 


Imburgia, a retired trucking firm owner who now 
erects religious statues and shrines, said the hands 
Mrs. Poore claims bleed on Fridays were made to be 
inserted in the statue’s sleeves and can easily be 
pulled out. 


‘“‘~WHEN I GAVE her. the statue, | gave her the 
hands separately. She just had to put them in,’’ 
Imburgia said. He explained the statue is made of 
plaster and chalk. 


“You could take the hands out of the sleeve, grind 
out the inside, put something back in there and then 
put the hands back on the statue. Then, if you had 
something that worked on pressure in the back of the 
hand, you: could just push the hand in a little and 
‘blood’ would squirt out,’’ Imburgia explained. 


After attempts to investigate the ‘‘bleeding 
statue’’, the archdiocese issued the following 
statement: 


“(IN AN EFFORT to confirm reports of a Statue of 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus, located in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Russell Poore, officials of the 
archdiocese sought the cooperation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Poore. 

“They asked to examine the statue, to be present 
at the beginning of the alleged bleeding of the 
statue’s hands, and to have a competent medical 
expert, examine the ‘‘bleeding’’ liquid.

‘Courts contradict each other 
on the unborn’s right to life’

UPLAND—In light of the 
1973 U.S. Supreme Court 
abortion decision, can a man 
be convicted of murder in the 
shooting death of twin un- 
born children? 

John Stanley, chairman of 
the West End Right to Life 
chapter (serving the com- 
munities of Ontario, Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga, Etiwan- 
da and Upland), doubts it. 


HE DOES NOT condone 
the recent action of a 
Camden, N.J., man convict- 
ed of murder after shooting a 
pregnant women resulting in 
the death of her twin fetuses. 

But he does feel the man’s 
conviction points up the 
absurdity of the Supreme 
Court ruling which was 
“legally untidy’’ and has 
“littered the landscape with 
contradictions.’’ ; 

The court’s 1973 ruling 
asserts that the unborn 
human fetus is not a person 
with protected right to life 
before birth. 

“IN THAT light it seems 
to me that the Camden man’s 
conviction is just another 
glaring contradiction  be- 
tween the Supreme Court 
ruling and laws exercised for 
years in this country protect- 


And he feels that the 
*‘glaring contradiction’’ is 
just one 
weaknesses in the court’s 
contention that an unborn 
child does not have the right 
to life. 


Walter R. Trinkaus, a law 
professor at Loyola Univers- 
ity, Los Angeles, and a 
family law expert, agrees 
with Stanley and feels that 
the ‘‘confusion’’ created by 
the Supreme Court must be 
cleared up in favor of life.

Archbishop Roach thinks so 


Vocations decline ending? 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (NC)— 
The decade-long decline in 
Religious vocations for the 
Church in the United States 
may be ending. 


There are indications to 
this effect, in the opinion of 
Archbishop John R..Roach of 
St. Paul-Minneapolis. 


Archbishop Roach, chair- 
man of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops’ 
Committee on Vocations and 
chairman of the board of the 
National Center for Church 
Vocations, attended the. re- 
cent National Conference of 
Diocesan Vocation Directors 
held ‘here. 


- HE SAID: “I cannot sub- 
stantiate my optimistic view 
on a rise in vocations with 
any documentary evidence. 
But, from talking to many 
vocation directors, I feel 
there is informal evidence, in 
several dioceses at least, that 
the diminution in numbers of 
religious vocations has in fact 
turned around this year.’’ 


Referring to matters dis- 
cussed by the Bishops’ 
Vocations, 
which met at the same 
convention,: he said: 


“WE ARE proposing for 
consideration by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bish- 
ops- a very ambitious and 
major study to be done on the 
whole question of theology of 
ministry and of call. 

“That’s an important con- 
sideration,’’ he said. ‘‘There 
is a changing kind of rhetoric 
going on—the word ‘minis- 
try’ is being used and 
interpreted to mean many 
things by many groups. 

“Tt is our feeling that we 
need better theological base 
than is currently available for 
a discussion of ministry and 
for a discussion of the 
theology of call.’’ 


RESOLUTIONS passed by 
the vocations directors ‘in- 
cluded one calling for a 


‘change in the timing of the 


annual appeal for vocations 
because it often clashes with 
other national events. 

Another resolution ‘‘en- 
couraged”’ the ‘‘theological, 
cultural and psychological 
study of women in the 
ministry including the diaco- 
nate and priesthood.’’

SELF-DISCOVERY by Lawrence LeShan, 
Ph.D. Little, Brown, 1974. $5.95. 

Meditation, as such, is not a religious 
practice, yet its Christian form has been 
used for centuries by many including such 
notables as St. John of the Cross, St. Teresa 
of Lisieux, and St. Ignatius. 


LeShan’s clearly written book helps the 
reader analyze the common ideas and 
techniques possessed by all the myriad 
forms of meditation found in Eastern and 
Western traditions. Of course, no ‘‘how to’’ 
book would be complete without a section on 
how to get started. Both beginners and other 
meditators will find this section worthwhile. 


Beyond all the book’s other merits, and 
there are many, stands a chapter entitled 
es Traps in Meditation and Mystic- 
is Here, LeShan lays waste to all the 
ginimicks, the sensational, and the seeking- 
after-visions to stress their obstruction to the 
spiritual life. 


Anyone seeking spiritual discipline will 
find in LeShan’s work practical direction.
